A dental clinic was held at the Mills in the town hall, 
March 2-7. The attending dentist was Dr. Ralph Mce- 
Laughlin of Pittsfield, N. H. Forty-two pupils were 
treated. Of these 11 received free care, 1 paid part cost, 
and 30 full cost. 
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The following pupils completed the work of the eighth 
grade at North Sutton, and were given diplomas at the 
close of school in June: Marguerite Bartlett, Woodrow 
Davis, Hazel Whitcher. There were no graduations at 
either of the other two schools. 

In the summer of 1931 the two windows on the right 
hand side of the schoolroom at South Sutton were elim- 
inated. This removes the cross-lighting so harmful to 
the eyes of the pupils when writing. It is probable that 
very few repairs will be needed in any of the schools dur- 
ing the next year. By that time the period of financial 
depression in the nation may have passed, and any neces- 
sary changes can be made with less burden of taxation. 

In conclusion we thank the board and the parents of 
the pupils for their co-operation and support during the 
year.
